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NEW YORK, March 24.— The Mal­ 
lory liner Denver sunk in mid-ocean 
yesterday. Her crew and passengers 
were all rescued. 
Wireless

proved the agent of succor. 
The cause of the sinking is not yet 
known. A mixup in transmission of 
wireless signals caused officials of 
the Mallory line to believe th a t it 
was 
because of a collision. 
Irater, 
however, this was established as in­ 
correct. 
The original message 
from 
the 
W hite 3tar liner Megantic spoke of 
the rescue of the crew of the Avi- 
land. 
This was believed by officials 
here to indicate that the Denver had 
been in collision with such a vessel. 
But no shipping lists carry an “ Avi- 
land.” 
Later W hite Star officials figured 
out that this was an error for “ Eve­ 
lyn.” 
It was known that the Denver 
was bringing back 
to

States the captain and crew of the 
American steamer Evelyn, destroyed 
by a mine off Borkum. on the Holland 
coast, on February 20. 
The message 
from the Megantic 
was then held to indicate clearly that 
the crew of the 
Evelyn, 
including 
Captain Smith, had again been res­ 
cued, this time from the Denver. Of­ 
ficials could offer no explanation for 
the sinking of the Mallory liner.

The Denver was a single screw- 
steel steamer of 4,54 9* gross ton­ 
nage, owned by the Mallory line. She 
carried a crew of sixty-five men and 
was commanded by Captain Avery. 
She sailed from Bremen for New 
York on March 16 after delivering 
a cargo of cotton. 
Her passengers 
consisted only of the crews of Ameri­ 
can steamships stranded in Germany 
by the sinking of their craft or other 
mishaps. 
The Denver’s first call for assist­ 
ance was out at 3 o’clock Monday af­ 
ternoon. according to the wireless re­ 
ceived here from the commander of 
the St. Louis. 
She reported herself 
leaking badly and in distress. 
The St. l/ouis, bound for Liverpool 
with 250 passengers, turned in mid-

in the mayoralty conteet yesterday, 
leading Mayor Or! J. Sorensen by 
268 votes and Gus Keller by 590. The 
total vote was: Bentley, 1,568; Sor­ 
ensen, 1,300; Keller, 978. 
Bentley carried eleven w*ards, the 
Second, Third, Seventh, Eighth, Elev­ 
enth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fifteenth, 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth and Twen­ 
ty-first; Sorensen carried nine wards, 
the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Ninth,Tenth, 
Fourteenth, 
Sixteenth, 
Nineteenth 
and Twentieth; Keller failed to carry 
a single ward, his best effort having 
been to tie Bentley in the First, 
where they polled each 67 votes. 
W ithout 
exception 
the 
saloon 
wards went to Bentley, an emphatic 
echo of the often repeated accusa­ 
tion that Sorensen had 
not 
made 
good 
campaign 
understandings of 
two years ago. 
Speculation today turned to the 
contest of April 6 th, and played upon 
the probable division of the Keller 
vote. Bentley followers are confident 
that he will get most of this vote, 
which they feel will naturally come 
to him on town policy and religious 
feeling. 
On the other hand Sorensen 
prophets believe that Keller, w*ho is 
strong with labor, polled a heavy la­ 
bor vote that will go to Sorensen. The 
mayor also feels that the stay-at- 
home vote is largely his and that, 
stirred by the outcome of the p ri­ 
mary, it will be registered for him 
April 6 th. 
Independent observers 
say 
that 
much 
depends upon the extent 
to 
which the labor vote disassociates it­ 
self from the saloon vote, as labor 
has every reason to be friendly to 
the mayor. 
“The endorsement of my candidacy 
for mayor yesterday is highly appre­ 
ciated,” said A. A. Bentley. “ I fee! 
like congratulating the voters of the 
city that they endorsed so freely the 
clean, 
unabusive 
and 
neighborly 
campaign that is so highly desirable, 
and I am sure is appreciated by the 
I public. Living among my neighbors 
for nearly twenty years it is scarcely 
necessary for me to say what I stand 
for more than has already been said. 
I have made 
no 
one any promise 
whatever except, if elected, I will do 
I the best I possibly can to be the may­ 
or of all the people of La Crosse, and 
to bring about a moral, healthful, 
harmonious and neighborly 
atm os­ 
phere in the official life of this city. 
I shall strive to do my level best, for­ 
getting selfish motives, 
and 
only 
hope that I may be able to discharge 
my 
duties, if elected, in a m anner 
! that will be worthy of the confidence 
I that has been expressed in me in tho 
endorsement as shown in the pri­ 
m ary.” 
“ I am encouraged by the prim ary 
vote,” said Mayor Sorensen. 
“Tho 
slight majority against me in the pri­ 
mary is due to the three-cornered 
fight, and to the fact th a t many of 
my friends did not think it necessary 
to go to the polls. 
This is shown by 
the fact that in the wards which I 
carried the vote was comparatively 
lighter than in the wards carried by 
my opponent. 
His vote was all out, 
due to its definite purpose and to 
campaign methods which I could not 
pursue.” 
Yesterday’s heavy vote was a sur­ 
prise t o political fans in La Crosse. 
Out of an average general election 
vote of 4,500, 4,0 4 8 votes were cast 
for mayor in yesterday’s primaries. 
Early voting characterized the elec­ 
tion and by 9 o’clock it was evident, 
according to officials, th at the total 
would pass the 3,000 mark, which Is 
considered a heavy primary. 
Contests Bring Out Many 
Contests in the several wards over 
the aldermanic and supervisor candi­ 
dates brought out hundreds of voters 
who otherwise would not have voted, 
while in wards where there was no

The work of the 29,000.000 horses 
and mules at present in this country 
ran be better and more economically 
performed bv motor trucks. 
These 
animals eat a lot of food that could 
far better be employed in the fatten­ 
ing of sheep and cattle. 
It is an economic shame that SO - 
000,000 a~res of the best farm land 
of the United States should be de­ 
voted exclusively to the raising of 
feed for horses and mules. 
The war 
in Europe La causing 
the 
United 
States to be drained of food supplies 
at an alarming rate. But at the same 
time it has proven bevond the shad­ 
ow of a doubt that the motor truck 
is the most dependable and economi­ 
cal form of transportation there is.

“W hys” of Moves 
in European W ar 


BY J. W. T. MASON 
NEW YORK, March 24.— l l a. rn. 
— Reports are privately circulating 
in London that the allies are trying 
to persuade Austro-Hungary to make 
a separate peace. 
The negotiations 
are 
necessarily 
very delicate, for 
they clash with Italy's nationalist as­ 
pirations, and are based primarily on 
w'hat 
Austro-Hungary 
may win if 
peace is arranged before Italy joins 
the belligerents. 
The question put to the Viennese 
government is whether it isn’t more 
advantageous to end the war now and 
save the empire’s Adriatic seaports, 
than to continue hostilities and risk 
the seizure of the porta by Italy. 
Added to that Is the new strate­ 
gic situation which is developing be­ 
cause of the release of the Przemysl 
besieging army for field operations. 
The danger threatening Hungary is 
now greater than it has been at any I 
previous time during the war. 
Yet, if the Hapsburgs come to terms 
with Russia, the German racial dom­ 
ination of Austro-Hungary will ter­ 
minate. 
The Germans are the rul­ 
ing class in the polyglot empire of 
Franz Josef aud this is their war, 
begun to establish 
an 
ascendency 
over the Slavs. If they surrender to 
the czar and abandon 
territory to 
bim, as present terms of peace inev­ 
itably would necessitate, the Austro- 
Hungarian Germans would lose im­ 
mensely in domestic prestige. 
They 
would destroy at the same time their 
sympathetic accord with the Hohen- 
zollern empire which has proved of 
the utmost value in keeping the Ger­ 
manic minority of Austro-Hungary 
in control of the governmen. 
Al­ 
most inevitably this would cause the 
Hu#garians to succeed the Germans 
as the ruling class of the dual mon­ 
archy. 
Whatever the 
national interests 
of Austro-Hungary may require at 
the present moment, the rulers of the 
empire have everything to lose, per­ 
sonally, by a separate peace.

Victor 
Chapman, 
a 
Har­ 
vard 
man, 
from 
New York, and my­ 
self. 
We belonged 
to the 
foreign 
le­ 
gion 
which 
had 
been made 
up 
in P H iID .tlaudej- 
Paris, of men of all 
nationalities and we had been in the 
trenches for twenty consecutive days, 
before Christmas dawned. For twen­ 
ty days we had faced that strip of 
land, forty-five feet wide, between 
our trench and that of the Germans, 
that terrible no-man’s land, dotted 
with dead bodies, criss-crossed 
by 
tangled masses of barb wire. 
That little strip of land was as 
wide and as deep and as full of death 
as the Atlantic ocean; as uncross­ 
able as the spaces between stars; as 
terrible as human hate. And the sun­ 
shine of the bright Christmas fell on 
it as brightly as if it were a lover’s 
lane or the aisle in some grand ca­ 
thedral. 
Turk Began Truce 
I don’t know how the truce began 
in other trenches, but in our hole, 
Nadeera began it— Nadeem a TurK, 
who believes that Mahomet and not 
Christ was the prophet of God The 
sunshine of the morning seemed to 
get into Nadeem’s blood. 
He was 
only an enthusiastic 
boy, 
always 
childishly happy and when we not­ 
iced, at the regular morning shooting 
hour, that the German trenches were 
silent, Nadeem began to make 
a 
joke of it. 
He drew a target on a board, fast­ 
ened it on a pole and stuck it above 
the trench, shouting 
to 
the Ger­ 
mans: 
“ See how* well you can shoot.” 
Within a minute the target had 
been bull’s-eyed. 
Nadeem pulled it 
down, pasted little bits of white pa­ 
per where shots had struck and held 
it up aeain, so that 
the Germans 
could see their score. 
In doing so, 
Nadeem’s head appeared above 
the 
trench, and we heard him talking 
across the No Man's Land. Thought­ 
lessly I raised my head too. 
Other 
men did the same, 
We saw hun­ 
dreds of German 
heads appearing. 
Shouts filled the air. 
What miracle 
had happened? 
Men laughed 
and 
cheered. 
There was Christmas light 
in our eves and I know' there were 
Christmas tears in mine. 
There 
were apples, smiles, smiles, where in 
days before there had been only rifle 
barrels. 
The terror of No Man’s 
Land fell away. 
The sounds of nap­ 
py voices filled the air. 
We were 
all unhumanly happy for that one 
glorious instant in which we all— 
English, Portuguese, Americans, ana 
even Nadeem, the Turk, felt 
that, 
savages as we had been, cave men as 
we were, the awfulness of war 
had 
not filled the corners of our hearts 
where love and Christmas live. 
I 
think Nadeem was first to sense what 
had happened. 
He suddenly jumped 
out of the trench and began waving 
his hands and cheering. 
WThile ne 
was doing this, a ponderous German 
with a happy smile that exposed two 
rows of glittering w-hite teeth climb­ 
ed out of the trench and shouted: 
Truce to Bury Dead 
“ Lieutenant 
Sehroeder 
presents 
his compliments to ^our lieutenant 
and desires to know if he will select 
four men and come to the middle of 
the neutral territory, to arrange for 
a truce for burying the dead." 
Our lieutenant agreed in an in­ 
stant. 
I was one of the four men 
he selected and I shall never forget 
how I felt as we advanced to meet 
the four German soldiers and their 
lieutenant who were coming toward 
us. 
W e felt as lf we wanted 
to 
throw our arms about these 
men; 
they told me later In the day 
that 
the same desire was upon 
them. 
The hatred of war had been sudden­ 
ly withdrawn and it left a vacuum 
in which we human beings rushed 
into contact with each other. 
You 
felt 
their 
handshakes — double- 
handshakes, with 
both hands— in 
your heart. 
Men fraternize 
The truce was arranged. 
There 
was to be no more firing for 
one 
hour and the men from both sides 
were to come out and bury 
their 
dead. 
The soldiers Hocked 
from 


both trenches. 
They rushed to each 
other and shook hands. 
“ I want to 
have 
your 
photo­ 
graphs,” said the German lieutenant 
to our party. 
He sent back for hit 
camera and we enemies stood with 
our arms about each other’s shoul­ 
ders in horseshoe formation while 
the lieutenant sr..inned bis camera. 
“ lf I don t ba'’e t chance to send 
you the prinks astore the war 
is 
over,” he said, “ I shall see that you 
get them afterwards." 
And he took our addresses. 
At last the bodies were buried. 
The hour of truce had passed. 
But 
the men did not go back to 
the 
trenches. 
Iii groups all about that once ter­ 
rible strip of No Man’s Land Ger­ 
mans and the Legionaries sat, talk­ 
ing or playing cards exchanging to­ 
bacco and cigarettes and joking and 
laughing. 
“All Damned Fools” 
“Don’t blame us,” was the burden 
of the Germans’ talk. 
“It isn’t our 
fault that we are fighting. We don’t 
know what ifs all about. We have 
wives and children and we’re just 
the same kind of men that you are. 
We’re damned fools and so is every­ 
body who is fighting.” 
And our talk ran the same. 
It was not until the sun began to 
go down that the groups broke up. 
“We’re to have a band in 
our 
trenches tonight and we want you 
to hear It,” said the Germans as 
they bade us good-bye and as 
we 
shook the hands that might slay us 
on the morrow. 
After supper 
we 
I heard a sudden blast of music that 
thrilled us. 
A little German band 
had crept into the German trenches 
and announced itself with a grand 
chord. 
Then came the unexpected 
strains of the “ Marseillaise.” 
The 
Frenchmen went almost frantic with 
delight. 
Then came our turn when 
the band played “Ifs A Long, Long 
Way to Tipperary.” 
George Ullard, 
our negro cook, who came from Gal­ 
veston, Texas, got out a mouth or­ 
gan and almost bursted his 
lungs 
playing “Die Wacht Am Rhein.” The 
silence in the German trenches was 
a thousand times more eloquent than 
the blast of cheers that came when 
George had finished. 
There was no shooting all night 
until about six In the morning when 
the sound of rifles was heard far 
down the trench. 
Shoot Friendly Greeters 
But Nadeem couldn’t measure hu­ 
man nature unerringly. He had been 
the first, to feel the holiday spirit of 
Christmas day, but, on this day af­ 
ter Christmas, he failed to sense the 
grimness of war that had fallen over 
the trenches during the night. Early 
in the morning, he jumped out of the 
trench and began waving his hands 
again. 
John Street, an 
American 
who had been an evangelist in 
St. 
Louis, jumped out with him, and be­ 
gan to shout a morning greeting to 
a German he had made friends with 
the day before. 
There was a sudden rattle of rifle 
fire and Street fell dead, with a bul­ 
l e t through his head, 
The sun was 
shining down again on a world gone 
mad.

OLDSMOBILE HOLDS 
TO FOOR AND SIX 


Price Reductions lor 1915 
Are Announced; Few Me­ 
chanical Changes Made 
Since Last Year 


The Oldsmobile four and six are 
still with us. 
The former is reduc­ 
ed from $1,350 to $1,285 since it 
first came out, 
w’hile the big six, 
which comes only in seven-passenger 
body, now sells $175 cheaper than it 
did. 
The five-passenger body form ­ 
erly fitted to the six chassis has dis­ 
appeared. In outward appearance the 
six has been changed by sloping the 
body to meet the hood, which is al­ 
so sloped. 
The four Is nearly tho 
same throughout as when first it ap­ 
peared, but it now has a roomier 
body giving more leg room. 
This 
has been accomplished 
by adding 
three inches to the rear of the ton­ 
neau. 
Since it was first brought out, the 
four has had only one mechanical 
change, that being the shifting of 
the front axle two inches forward, 
making the wheel base 112 instead 
of I IO inches. This brings the axle 
in line with the radiator instead of 
back of it, though it has no effect 
upon the body dimensions. The front 
spring length has been effected by 
the change also, these springs now 
being 35 1-2 inches long, I 1-2 inch­ 
es greater than they were.

TREES IN COPELAND 


Program for Improvements 
Is Prepared by Superin­ 
tendent Forrer for the 
North Side Tract 


Improvements to include the plant­ 
ing of several hundred feet of shrub­ 
bery and a num ber of trees will 
be 
made at Copeland park this 
year, 
Superintendent of Parks John 
H. 
Forrer announced today. 
Work on 
tree-planting will be started soon. 
The program of shrubbery planting 
will embrace a line of hedge from 
Black river to the railroad tracit 
skirting the east side of the park at 
a point approximately two hundred 
feet from Clinton street.

PABIS 
PARIS, March 24.— Capture of No­ 
tre Dame Lorette, northwest of Ar­ 
ras, is the most important gain made 
by the French in the recent opera­ 
tions, according to an official re­ 
sume of the last ten days of fighting 
issued from the war office today.
